‘SHIP STANDING BY VESSEL 
BISABLED ON HIGH SEAS 


Cameronia Picked Up Distress Sig- 
nals—Coast Guard Officials 
Say Craft Is Not OG-238. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—A radio 
call from the steamship Camerontia, 
saying she was standing by an un- 
identified vessel disabled on the 
high seas about 200 miles east of 
Nantucket lightship, was received 
here tonight by the wireless station 
of the Radio Corporation: of Amer- 
ica. 

The message atated the craft was 
sending distress signals. The Cam- 
eronia gave her latitude as 40.18 
north, longitude 71.07 west. 

Coast Guard officials here said 
they did not think the vessel in 
distress was CG-238, reported to be 
adrift in a gale 106 miles off the 
Massachusetts coast. They said 
the Coast Guard’ patrol boat was 
to the north of the other ship. Two 
destroyers and two cutters have re- 
ported that they are on the way 
to the assistance of the CG-238.

PLANE PASSENGER 
‘KILLED IN CRASH 
AT LAMBERT FIELD 


Lieut. Clarence Bohm Was 
Unable to Free Himself 
When Controls. Jammed 
in Attempted Landing. 


PILOT ESCAPED BY 
PARACHUTE LEAP 


Lieut. Nelson Unhurt by 
150-Foot Jump, Thought 
Companion Had Saved 
Himself by Same Means, 


First Iieut. Clarence Boehm, a 
National Guard flytng officer, was 
instantly killed When the controle 
of an army airplane in which he 
was riding as observer became 
jammed and the-ship crashed at 
Lambert-St. Louls Meld shortly 
after noon yesterday. 

The pilot of the ship, First Lieut. 
Fred C. Nelson of the regulars, 
leaped from the disabled craft and 
|made a safe landing with his para- 
| chute. Lieut. Boehm did not use 
‘hig parachute, although the pilot 
had called to him to leave the ship. 
His body was badiy burned in the 
fire following the crash. 

Lieut. Boehm met his death in 
a test flight of Lieut. Nelson’s DH-4 
which had recently been re-rigged. 
Lieut. Nelson expressed the opinion 
last night that the jamming of the 
controlg was caused by the ocol- 
lapse of a rear strut, or wooden 
brace, on the extreme left side of 
the ship, extending from the lower 
to the upper wing. 

Strut Fouls Alleron.

Retired Manufacturer Suc- 
_cumbs at "Home, Victim 
of Nervous Breakdown;

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.-—James B. 


Duke, tobacco maufacturer, died 
at 6 o'clock toight, at his home, af- 
ter an illness of several weele that 
followed a nervous and physical 
breakdown. He was 69 years old. 

In one of his statements be- 


fore death, he said his pass- 
ing would have no effect on the 
future of his varied interests, as 
all were in good hands. 

Duke died in the presence of his 
family and Dr. Robert H. Wylie, 
who has attended him through his 
long illness. The physician sald 
that the end came as a direct re- 
sult of bronchial pneumonia con- 
tracted after the breakdown. 

He had fallen into a state of 
coma after several days of fighting 
for life. At times he showed such 
improvement it was thought he 
would recover. 

Leaves Widow and Daughter. 

He is survived by his widow, who 
was Miss Nanaline Holt, a daugh- 
ter, Miss Doris Duke; a « brother, 
Benjamin Newton Duke, anda 
niece, Mrs. Anthony P. Drexel Bid- 
dle Duke, who before her marriage 
was Miss Mary Duke. 

Funeral services will be held at 
the New York home Monday after- 
noon at 4 o'clock. The body will be’ 
taken by special train to Durham, 
N. C., where interment will take 
place Tuesday afternoon in the 
family mausoleum.

possible to duplicate practically any 
set on the market. ‘ 

Perhaps the most expensive ret 
in the show will be the Zenith 
Co.’s 10-tube receiving set, valued 
at $2000 booth 41. 

A particular feature of the Cor- 
nish Wire Co., Booth 44, will be 
the actual manufacture of braided 
antenna wire. This will be done 
on a regular braiding machine op- 
erated by one-fourth hores-power 
motor, the finished product will be 
gathered up on overhead reel, the 
entire operation being in full view 
of the public. 

The crystal studio, a gilass-en- 
closed room, 20x30, has been in- 
stalled at the south end of the Coli- 
seum. From this studio the local 
and visiting announcers will broad- 
cast during the entire show. 

Broadcasting from Show. 

Directly in front of this studio 
the Western Electric Co.'s exhibits 
will occupy, space consisting of 
three booths. The Western Elec- 
tric Co. is supplying and will in- 
stall in these booths, equipment of 
a character which will handle the 
broadcasted programs from the 
microphone to the broadcasting 
stations and simultaneously ampli« 
fy the broadcasted programs 80 as 
to be atidible to all who wil! be 
present at the show. This equip- 
ment is known as “Weetern Elec- 
tric Public Address Svstém and 
Speech In-Put” equipment. Two 
designs of loud speakers will be 
used for this purpose. 

One, the recently developed 86- 
inch “‘cone” type loud gepeaker and 
the “Horn” projector type. The 
equipment used to handle the 
epeech and music from the Crystal 
Studio is practically the same as 
that used in the broadcasting sta- 
tions and its purpose is to amplify 
faithfully, the voice and music to 
be broadcast and place ft on the 
Gire telephone circuits over which 
it ig transmitted in sufficient vol- 
ume to be received at the broad- 
casfing station and then passed 
through the transmitters on to the 
antenna and broadcast in the air. 

The amplifier to be exhibited for 
this purpose will have incorporated 
in it a most recent development in 
engineering and of particular in- 
terest will be the new 7 B Poten- 
tiometer and the monitor which 
maesures the energy required to 
transmit the voice or music im- 
pulses. This monitor indicates 
clearly td the engineer and to the 
public at large who have the op- 
portunity of viewing it, the eleo- 
trical characteristics of voice and 
music as they are broadcast. 

The Western Electric Co. will 
also have on display their new A 
© alternating current power sup- 
ply amplifier which consists of 
one etage of audio frequency am- 
plification and in which is used a 
heavy power tube. This amplifier 
is used between the radio receiver 
output and the loud speaker and is 
specially designed for use with the 
“sone” type loud speaker, and 
when so used provides reception 
over the entire range of audio 
frequency amplification. By this 
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receive true reproduction ef voice 
or music as it weuld if present at 
the original source. 

Products ef the Bcientific Divi- 
sion of the Western Electric Co. 
will be on display and among these 
will be the audiphdhe, an instru- 
ment designed to aid the hearing 
of those who have suffered a con- 
siderable loss of hearing and are 
unable to perceive sound to some 
extent in one or both ears. There 
are several types of these instru- 
ments ranging from a small port- 
able type which can be worn in the 
clothing to a large cabinet type de- 
signed for permanent installation 
in the home or office. 

Scientific Exhibita, 

An instrument which will be of 
interest to the public is the audio- 
meter. It developed for the medi- 
cal profession. The function of 
this instrument is to measure the 
sharpness and quality of hearing. 
It is equipped to produce tones of 
different pitch and intensity and 
brovides means for the accurate 
measurement of the patient’s per- 
ception of these tones. The instru- 
ment. is designed to fulfill the re- 
quirement for an extensive and ac- 
curate examination of hearing, in 
all cases. There are several sizes 
of these instruments on exhibit. 


Another product is the Stetho- 
scopes which is an instrument de- 
signed for use in the study and 
Giagnosia of the ausculate ani 
pathological condition of the heart 
and lungs. Its fundamental! prin- 
ciple involves the use of a vacuum 
tube amplifier. This instrument 
has already won world-wide recog- 
nition among the medical frater- 
nity and was the instrument recent 
ly used for transmitting the heart 
beats and lung action of a patient 
in the Bellevue Hospital in New 
York, to a meeting of several hun- 
dred doctors itn the city of Chicago 
and its performance was a matter 
of news interest to the country at 
large. Certain types of stethoscopes 
will permit a simultaneous ¢xam- 
ination of a single patient’s heart 
action by as many as 2090 physi- 
clans. She larger stethoscopes are 
particularly adapted for use in the 
medical colleges and large clinics. 

A product of the ecientific divi- 
sion which will also be on display 
is the now world famous artificial 
larvnge which will provide the 
restoration of speech to those who 
have through misfortune suffered 
the loss of their larnyx. 


Mr. Robert W. Davie of 100 Fast 
Forty-second street, New York 
City, will be the Western Electric 
engineer in charge of this exhibit 
and it will be under his supervision 
that the apparatus exhibited in the 
booth will be operated. Ali the 
broadcasting stations who have ar- 
ranged to handle the programs giv- 
en in the crystal studio, have been 
offered the use of the Western 
Electric equipment in broadsastlig 
their programs. 

Another exhibit will be that of 
the St. Louis Public Library where 
all of the books and magazines 
published on radio will be on dis- 
play. This exhibit was made 
through the co-operation of the 
Show Committee and Dr. Arthur 
FE. Bostwick, librarian. The ex- 
hibit will be installed in Booth 88 
and will be under the direction of 
Miss Mary FE. Roemer, librarian of 
the scientific section of the Pub- 
lic Library. 

The Southwest National Trades 
Association is a business and edu- 
cational enterprise. There wi!) be 
no circus or trick features con- 
nected with the show. It has been 
installed and will be conducted on 
a high scientific and educational 
plane and the entertainment which 


will be broadcast over the micro- 
phone to the invisible audience and 
over the Public Address System to 
the visible audience, has been ar- 
ranged by the local broadcasting 
studios with a view of being in- 
structive and entertaining to all. 
The programs are of such a varied 
character as te find an appeal to 
all listeners. In addition to the 
programs arranged by _ stations 
KSD, WIL, WSBF, KFUO, and 
through the ocourstesy of the 
Skouras interests, the Conley-BSil- 
verman Radio Orchestra will give 
concerts over the microphone and 
through the loud speaker system.

ERE in Denton County woodland and prairie meet. Toe

eof man on « horse in that direction. To the south, though, for a hundred miles, is 
the forest of scrub oak, where a man on @ horse cannot be seen or pursued. 

So Denton County has always had its robber bands, faring forth to raid the prairie 
gums, fleeing to the cover of the woods. They say here that the Martin-Story gang is the 
gerst that ever infested the county and terrorized the country roundabout, but the men 
@ the Martin-Story gang and the woman who is called their queen have been driven in- 

‘ee eorner and their day of reckoning with the law has come. Webb Martin is on trial 
gi Dallas for his life, charged with the murder of Deputy Sheriff R. B. Parsons on a Den- 
ton street. Most of the alleged members ef the gang are in jail, with dozens of indict- 


ments against them. 

On the issue of the battle hangs the happi- 
ness of twe women, Louise Ross, called the 
queen of the gang, and Litsey Story, whe was 
Liteey Chadwick until they arrested Yancey 
Stery and then, believing in him, she mar- 
ried him tm Dallas jail. Twe very different 
wemean. Louise Ross, hard and proud of it; 
Liteey Story, a sweet and gentle ranch girl, 

‘ against whom no i!) is spoken. 

The gangs that flourished in Denton Coun- 
ty in earlier times had their day and passed 
away. Most of the gangsters were killed or 
sent to prison. For two years a new gang 
has been having its day. Banks have been 
robbed and crimes of every kind have been 
committed. Loot of not less than $250,000 
has been taken. The Martin-Story gang has 
been blamed for it all 

The terrorization of Denton County was 
complete. The arm of the law was paralyzed. 
The men who were believed te be members 
ofa robber band came and went. Mostly 
they were not men who swaggered, except 
when whisky put a strut into their gait. 
Sober, they were smiling, soft-spoken 
but they carried guns on their hips and the 
saying up and down the country was that 


they would never be taken alive. 

They were taken alive, though, and, be 
cause they were taken alive, the fear of them 
has died out of the hearts of the people that 
they terrorized and they are no longer un- 
willing to testify.

The Rangers Take a Hand 


When lawlessfiess paralyzes the arm of the 
law in a Texas County, there is always the 
arm of the Texas Rangers, which knows no 
paralysis. When conditions in Denton Coun- 
ty became unbearable, the Rangers took « 
hand. Capt. Tom Hickman of the Rangers, 
and Schuyler Marshall Jr. the Sheriff of 
Dallas County, talked it over and decided 
that the situation in Denton County, adjoin- 
ing Dallas County, did not concern that coun- 
ty alone. The gang that had its headquarters 
im and around Denton was a menace to all 
this part of the State. So these two, with 
the aid of others, began gathering evidence. 

They obtained a good deal and were pre 
paring to close in on the gang when Webb 
Martin, cherishing a grudge against Parsons, 
killed him and, with a dozen of his hench- 
men and Louise Ross in his home, stood a 
siege until they wilted under machine gun 
fire and Martin surrendered and that brought 
things to a climax a little sooner than was 
expected. 

Nobody knows exactly why Martin killed 
Parsons, but Parsons wae an officer of the 
law and that was reason enough, though Mar- 
tin probably had more specific grievance 
against him. They met on the street here 
€a4 Martin did not stop shooting until he had 
‘Sent 11 bullets into Parsons’ body, some of 
them fired after Parsons was down and 
dead or dying. 

It was rather a flagrant thing, sbooting 
& man that way in the light of day on the 
Street, but for the time being Martin was not 
Molested. He still had his six-guns and he 
might have reloaded them. He acted like 
he had, for they say he climbed up on a 
Cotton wagon and harangued the crowd, to 
the general effect that he was the wildest 
Man in Texas and if anybody thought he could 
be taken alive now was the time to try It. 

Nobody tried it and Martin sauntered to 
& Grocery and procured some supplies and 
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went home, where he sat for a while on the 
porch with his two pistols and a rifle, imply- 
ing clearly enough that he did not intend to 
be taken alive. 

Yancey Story and other friends were sum- 
moned or heard about the occurrence, which 
naturally was the subject of conversation in 
the town, and came around to ask Martin if 
there was anything that they could do for 
him. He said he supposed sooner or later 
there would be something done about it and 
they might stick around. Louise Ross, it was 
learned later, was there. She says she just 
happened to drop in. 

It was not the time or place for a woman, 
but Louise, by all the signs, felt at home. She 
knew Martin and the others. They were 
friends of hers. They were the kind of he 
men that she liked best to associate with. 
She had left the comparatively peaceable life 
of Dallas and, from choice, had shared adven- 
tures of the Denton coterie As bearing upon 
her own appraisal of herself, she is quoted as 
having casually remarked that she: was as 


hard as the back end of a shooting gallcry. 

It was a trying day for Sheriff Bill Fry. 
He knew the saying that the Martin-Story 
outfit would never be taken alive. ' He and 
some others had at one time found reason 
for the saying in an impromptu exchange of 
shots with Martin.

What had just happened could not be over- 
looked, but it was known that Martin had a 
particular apathy to being taken into custody 
by Denton County officials, so, to avoid hard 
feelings, Sheriff Fry called up Sheriff Mar- 
shall at Dallas and asked him to bring 15 
men. He also invited officers at Gainesville, 
McKinney, Decatut and Bowie to come and 
participate. The presence of Capt. Hickman 
also was desired but he was away somewhere. 

Marshall had only five men available out 
he thought that would be enough. They 
pitched some machine guns into an automo- 
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House and barns on the Yancey Story farm, where loot was found. 
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bile and sped to Denton. Delegations from 
the other towns came in. Sheriff Marshall 
was elected captain. He called up Martin and 
advised him to surrender.” Martin said if the 
Sheriff would come up to the house, un- 
armed, they would talk it over. Marshall 
and Deputy John Rowland went to the house. 
They laid their guns on the porch and went 
in. Martin’s friends kept them covered aur- 
ing the interview. The Sheriff and his Depu- 
ty needed all of their nerve. Some of the 
men who had them covered had been drinking 
and were inclined to be careless and from 
time to time they gave expression to the half- 
formed notion of shooting their visitors. 
Martin was disposed to be pernickety. He 
would not mind surrendering if he could do 
so at his own time and place and in a digni- 
fied manner. He would be willing to surren- 
der at noon the next day to Capt Hickman. 
Sheriff Marshall told him he would surren- 
der unconcitionally or.they would shoot the 


roof off of his house. 7 
“I'll give you until a quarter after 10 | 
o'clock to surrender,” said Marshall. “If | 


you don’t come out by then the shooting will 
begin.” 

He and Rowland went out and picked 
up their guns and departed. 

People living within a radius of two blocks 
were cleared out of their houses. They and 
the rest of the townspeople gathered out of 
range and waited. 

Three machine guns were set up at dif- 
ferent angles. At 10:15, Martin not having 
appeared, the bombardment began. Answer- 
ing fire came from the house, the besieged 


firing from the cellar through the lattice 
around the foundation. 
After each round the machine gunners 


paused to observe the effect. After the third 
round a woman called out from the house 
that the garrison was ready to surrender.

Ikert Sugg was a hand with cattle and a 
shrewd judge of stock.

They didn’t stop to eat before they took to 
the trail, but set out at a lope from the 
ranch house. ‘‘We'll get some grub,’’ Sugg 
told Runnells, “at Sudgen, where we've got 
to stop to get more ammunition.” 

What the search would reveal they didn't 
know. But the tracks of the cattle, as they 
could see, led off to the southwest, and with 
them were the hoofprints of three horses. 
It might be a day, it might be quite a week 
before the riders stumbled on those cattle- 
hidden in some secret hill fold, But they 
were not to wait a week for action.

ROM their ranch on Beaver and Cow 
kK creeks the Suggs’ operations spread 

over the Southwest. They amassed a 
huge fortune in the old Indian Territory. 
And when J. D. Sugg followed his brother to 
the grave last August, the estate totaled well 
over $10,000,000. 

Ben Johnson was named executor of his 
will. Every relative was remembered. Some 
of his nieces and nephews were given 
$26,000. Others received as high as §2,000.- 
000. And old friends were not forgotten. 
There was John Yeary, who for 40 years had 
punched cows for the Sugg outfit. John had 
a cow pony and a handsome pair of spurs to 
show for his “40 years of gathering.”” The 
will provided he should take his pick of any 
160 acres of that part of the Sugg estate 
which lies in the Washita River Valley. It's 
worth $200 an acre. And there was John 


Sacra, who received 57 acres of land lying 


between the Rock Island tracks and the 
Frisco in the city of Chickasha. Located 
on that property are the great feed yards 
where thousands of cattle are brought to be 
fattened each year. 

And lastly was that bequest to Nelie 
Harter. In life Old Suggs had never forgot- 
ten a friend. In death he remembered his 


sweetheart of long ago. 
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DRED MILLIONS 
OF DOLLARS, ac- 
cording to the 
Chamber of Com- 
merce, is the annual 
volume of business 
in this city. And 
of that commerce, 
trade experts say, 
60 per cent is trade 
with the great 
Southwest. To put. it otherwise—almost 
twelve hundred million dollars of St. Louis’ 
business comes from that territory bound to 
St. Louis by ties of blood when the Santa 
Fe trail was established just 100 years ago. 
For this is the centenary of that fateful year 
when, after Senator Thomas H. Benton had 
procured from Congress an appropriation, 
Major George C. Sibley of St. Charles with 
Benjamin Reeves and Thomas Mather set 
forth to find the trail to the City of the 
Holy Faith, the trail that would ultimately 
weld into these United States that part of 
the Mexican territory which was ceded to 
America in 1848. 


They were ties of blood indeed that 
bound the City of the Holy Faith to the 
city of the good St. Louis. The blood of 
innocent women and children who were mas- 
sacred along the trail; the blood literally 
drawn from the parching bodies of strong 
men by the sun of the Great American Des- 
ert; the blood of soldiers who fought to de- 
fend the travelers on the trail from the tom- 
ahawks and scalping knives of the maraud- 
ing Indians; and the blood of the innocent 
Indians, too, for the traders and freighters 
and emigrants, who for more than half a 
century traveled the trail to the City of 
Santa Fe, all believed in Sherman’s maxim: 
“The only good Injun is a dead Injun.’’ 

There is evidence indeed that much of 
the goods sent down to the City of the Holy 
Faith were—to use the modern term-— 
‘‘bootlegged.”’ “‘It will not be denied,”’ said 
the Missouri Republican of February 16, 
1830, “that most of tho traders are pro- 
fessed smugeglers.’’ Yet the traders could 
say to the people of Santa Fe 100 years ago, 
as the Chamber of Commerce “‘literature”’ 
says today: ‘“‘You can save money buying 
from St. Louls.” 

This was the situation, then, when Major 
Sibley and his fellow commissioners on 
August 10, 1825, met at Council Grove, 
where the old trail crossed the Neosho Riv- 
er, in what fs now Morris County, Kansas, 
with the Chiefs of the Great and Little 
Osage tribes and paid them $800 for the 
right to peacefully occupy the _ trail they 
chose—forever. It was an old and prehis- 
toric trail, a trail which may probably have 
been followed by the Mound Builders in 
coming north and east from a far more 
southerly civilization than that which they 
established here before the dawn of history. 
The Osage Indians kept their word. 

Again and again, from the days of Coro- 
nado, the Spaniards from Santa Fe had 
struck north and east to reach the fabled 
riches of the Missourl country. Now Mis- 
eourl was striking back. The trail proper 
started from the town of Franklin, Missouri, 
opposite the present Boonville in Cooper 
County, where it was extended from the 
old Boone’s Lick road, continuing west- 
ward from the St. Charles road. But there 
was walking enough without that stretch, so 
the supplies were sent up from St. Louis to 
old Franklin by boat. Later Franklin was 
to give way to Fort Osage, Blue Mills and 
Independence as gateway to the trail and 
they gave way to Westport which took con- 
trol between 1840 and 1846 and until the 
Civil War was the point to which supplies 
were boated from St. Louls for the long 
journey overland.

The SANTA FE IRA 


One hundred years ago today the old Santa Fe T rail swung into ex- 
istence, and now, looking back, it is interesting to find that St. Louis 
owes much of its present prosperity to this trek through the wilder- 
ness. As heroes of the Trail many St. Louisans are forever listed.

Only the intrepid Captain held 
firm as he gazed across the shimmer of the

—everywhere—unending plains. 

Then there stumbled into their path a 
superannuated bull buffalo, that had just 
come up from the Cimarron River. They 
killed him. The ggonized men drank the 
contents of his stomach. (Captain Becknell 
back-trailed the buffalo. The track led him 
to the waters of the Cimarron, Canteens 
were filled with water to be taken back to 
those too weak to travel. After they had 
thus been revived the trip continued and its 
goal was won. 

Eight years later Captain Jediah 8. Smith 
of St. Louis was to meet a more tragic fate 
in that same country. With Captain William 
Sublette he had entered the Santa Fe trade. 
Twenty wagons were in their outfit, the fin- 
est caravan that ever set forth over the 
trail.. They, too, turned from the Arkansas 
before they reached the Cimarron. The 
country was all burned up. They wandered 
through the days and nights tortured by 
the agonies of thirst. Death faced them 
constantly. The stock were suffering not 
less than the men. Smith noticed an old 
buffalo trail and knew it must lead to wa- 
ter somewhere. He refused to permit his 
comrades to accompany him. Fearless, if 
weak in body, he started out alone over tha 
burned and yellow desert with its blinding 
sands, its blue heat waves dancing in the air. 


alkali, his lips parched, and so weak 

that he could scarcely lift his feet as 
they stumbled through the loose sands. At 
the top of a low and long acclivity he 
seemed to see below him a stream. Was it 
water? Or a mirage? He slipped and 
stumbled down the bank. At the bottoio 
was a bed of sand. The river was the Cim- 
arron. But it was dry. 

Smith was no tenderfoot. He dug for wa- 
ter. With his hand he scooped low in the 
loose sand. It grew dark and moist. The 
man sat back to wait. Afew drops trickled 
through the sandy walls of his little well. 
They gathered in the shallow basin. He 
touched them with his hands. He licked 
his fingers. It was as the wine of life. It 
was good, sweet water. And then he waited 
for the pool to fill. Slowly the trickle ac- 
cumulated. He would fill the canteens now. 
But first he would bend to drink. 

Flat he lay, to place his lips to the cool 
nectareous fluid. Two Indian arrows fatal- 
ly pierced him there. Comanches had dis- 
covered the man and ambushed him. Yet 
before he died he had raised himself and 
reized his rifle. Two Indians fell before a 


Fu miles he walked, his face stung by 
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dozen other arrows had nailed his body to 
the sands. The Indians scalped him there. 
The spot where he fell was never known. 
Only the boasting stories of the Indians re- 
vealed his fate. 

Down into New Spain went goods, silks, 
velvets, woolens, calicoes, drilling, shirtings, 
hardware, guns, axes, tools and knives. Up 
from the Santa Fe came horses and mules 
and furs and gold. It was from the City of 
the Holy Faith that the first Missouri muleé 
came but as soon as this State began to raise 
its own in sufficient numbers that trade 
passed. In New Mexico was mining. Thence 
came up to St. Louls—silver and gold. 

It was for the sake of this gold that Don 
Antonio Jose Chavez met his death in 1843. 
He was a trader on a large scale, who lived 
in splendid style at Albuquerque and who 
made all his purchases of the dealers in St. 
Louis. In February, 1843, he left Santa Fe 
with his own wagon train, his private coach, 
several personal servants and a following of 
retainers. 

Like an overlord he traveled. You can 
picture his coach, with its great, leathern 
Concord springs, You can picture faithful 
Indian outriders. You may see with the 
mind’s eye the wagon train which followed, 
great, wide-boxed prairie schooners, pulled 
ty mules with their jingling bells. Bach year 
he made his journey. Among his people he 
believed himself safe. Texans were threat- 
ening raids on the trail in 1843. Governor 
Armijo of New Mexico had been warned of 
this by Kit Carson. The Governor was then 


at Taos whence he had sent 100 men on to 


intercept the Texans while he himself raised 
1000 more. Of the company of 100: but two 
escaped when the Texas raiders were en- 
countered. Armijo heard the news and 
turning fled back to the City of the Holy 
Faith. Don Antonio Jose Chavez was of 
sterner stuff. He made his way toward 
Westport Landing where he was to leave* 
his caravan and his retainers while he took 
the boat to 8t. Louls to make purchases. 
John McDaniel, a Texas adventurer and 
ruffian, had come to Westport from Texas 
and there had raised a band of nine unsa- 
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vory and murderous loafers who were to ac- 
company him back to the Texas border, to 
ally themselves to one of the raiding bands 
and make forays against the Santa Fe car- 
avans. These men had word of the coming 
of Chavez. Determining that the rich Don 
should be their first victim, they rode to 
meet him down in the Kansas Indian coun- 
try. Where Cow Creek debouches into the 
Arkansas, at what is now Hutchinson, Kan- 
sas, the Spanish caravan would camp for 
the night, they knew. And there they lay 
in wait for their victim. 

It was dusk when the caravan reached the 
camping place. With wild Indian cries the 
murderers set upon it in the dark. In the 
confusion but two of the Spanish caravan 
escaped the first onslaught. One was the 
Don, held prisoner until the outlaws could 
make sure by torture that they had all his 
gold. The other was a Mexican peon, a 
wagon driver who cut lobse the mule he had 
just picketed and made his escape. 


ON ANTONIO JOSE CHAVEZ was 
[) exe: south from the trail a few 

miles, held captive through the night 
and next morning, after attempts to make 
him confess the hiding place of his hoard 
had been successful, was shot down in cold 
blood, His body was thrown into a ravine. 

A few days later a company of troops 
from Fort Leavenworth, guided by the Mex- 
ican teamster who had reached that post, 
met John Hobbs, a veteran scout and trap- 
per in thgt country. Hobbs and his men 
led the soldiers in pursuit of McDaniel and 
his gang. Four days later they met. One 
man was killed in the encounter. The oth- 
ers, taken prisoners, were brought to St. 
Louis and hanged, except one of their num- 
ber, a doctor, who was imprisoned after he 
had turned state’s evidence. 

Chavez’s wealth—some estimates say 
$15,000 and some say $60,000—was recov- 
ered when the murderers were caught. Col.

About three weeks ago Sloan paid out 
$2,285,391 of the State’s money in one day, 
the largest amount ever paid out of the 
Treasury in a single day in the history of 
the Commonwealth, and yearly he handles 
more than $25,000,000. “Handles’’ may not 
be quite the correct word for the operations 
of a man with no hands, but that is what 
he does. He “handles” the job with rare 
competence. 


Personally Sloan is big, genial, active and 
rather striking in appearance. He radiates 
good nature and friendliness. Everybody 
knows him and calls him “Sam” and he is 
deciared to know more persons by their first 
names than any man in Little Rock. 

He was born on April 6, 1899, in the lit- 
tle village of Garner, in White County, in 


the cottun country. There are hardly a hun- 
dred inhabitants in this dusty hamlet, but 
the place is now historic in Arkaneas, be- 
cause Sam Sloan put it on the map. He 
went to country schoo] there and later, after 
he had lost his arms, attended high school 
at the nearby towns of Bradford and Mc- 
Rae. That was all the schooling he ever 
had, but it served its purpose well, for 
Sloan’s mind is quick and steady and he 
guards the State Treasury like an eagle. 
That cotton gin at Garner was a fateful 
place for the Sloan family. Sam, as a boy, 
used to work at the piant on Saturdays and 
during vacation, He had not yet finished 
district school when one day his hands were 
caught in the machinery and mangled sv 
badly that both arms had to be amputated 
near the elbow. Ten days later Sam's cour- 
age began to show itself when he wrote a 
cheerful letter to Dr. J. C. Cleveland of Bald 
Knob, Arkansas, telling of his rapid re- 
covery. It was his first letter written with 
his teeth and it was badly scrawied, but 
that was before he had much practice. He 
writes no scrawling letters now, even with 
his teeth. The doctor’s wife has that letter 
yet, Sloan told the correspondent, and she 
and Dr. Cleveland were among his most loy- 
al supporters in the race for State office.

them were old enough to contribute meas- 
urably to the family’s keep.

of me.” However, the days of secrecy, it 
may be said, are past for the youthful State 
Treasurer. He has made good in a phenom- 
enal way and the whole State is his friend. 
Not only is he one of the most popular State 
officiala Arkansas has ever produeed, he is 
also becoming an acknowledged power in 
State politics. In Arkansas politics the day 
of the young man has arrived, Sam Sloan 
believes. 

“Why, we haven't an old man is the 
State House,” he declared. ‘“There’s Gover- 
nor Terral who is hardly out of his thirties: 
and there’s Jim Higgins, Secretary of State, 
who is almost a kid like myself, but these 
youngsters work.” 

That they do work no observer will dis- 
pute. And none of them works harder than 
Sloan. The day the correspondent visited 
him he was in hie office at 6 a.m. He had 
a special job he wanted to get done and was 
doing it long before a single one of his em- 
ployes had arrived. That is the way he 
works on every board and commission of 
which he is a member, and he is a responsi- 
bie member, too, of nearly every important 
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THE Arkansas Treasurer with Mrs. Sicoan and their son, Sam Frankiin.

State board. That is because he is the 
watch dog of the State's finances and the 
taxpayers know he keeps a careful “hand” 
on the checkbook. 

There isn’t any secret to his success, the 
youthful State Treasurer declares. “My 
folks and my county have been solid behind 
me all the time and that’s the reason for 
whatever success I have had. If I can help. 
it I will not disappoint them.” 


Sloan has three more years to show his 
mettie as State Treasurer and then he will 
be a year too young te be elected Governor. 
But political prophets are putting high odds 
on Sam Sloan for the chief executive's job, 
and although he laughs when told that he 
will some day be Governor Sloan of Arkaa- 
sas, he admits that stranger things have 
happened. 

There will be in Sam Sloan’s romantic 
and dramatic history much to tell if he is 
elected Governor, but the story must always 
begin back in that quiet, out-of-the-way vil- 
lage in White County, whence, born of trag- 
edy, has come a daringly courageous story of 
human achievement. Arkansas calls iteseif 
the Wonder State. The Legislature was so 
sure the title was deserved that on January 
26, 1923, it officially adopted the name by 
House and Senate resolution. Now a good 
many people in Arkansas believe 4 new 
feason for this boastful slogan has been 
found—and that this reason is Sam Sloan. 


parallel to that of the late Michael J. 

Dowling, crippled financier and oncb 
Speaker of the Minnesota House of Repre- 
sentatives who educated himself and rose to 
& position of power and service to human- 
ity after a Northwest biizsard had robbed 
him of one arm and both legs. Dowling’s ca- 
reer is over now, but his sptrit still lives in 
his philanthropies and in his example of 
courage. Born in Huntington, Dow- 
ling left the parental roof at the age of 14 
and went West to become @ cowboy. It 
was in the winter of 1880 while he was 
employed on a Minnesota cattle ranch, that 
fate imposed upon him the handicap he waa 
to bear through the rest of his life. Caught 
in a terrific storm, the boy lay all night 
in the driving snow and when dawn came 
was scarcely able to drag himself 
to a neighboring house which he had been 
unable to find in the blinding tempest. 
When medical attentfon reached him it was 
found that both feet, his left hand and part 
of his right hand would have to be cut 
away. Doctor’s bills took all his savings 
and, with family ties broken, he faced the 
prospect of becoming a county charge. 

Then there arose in him the spirit that 
has made his name famous and that has 
made equally famous the name of Sloan. 
He bargained with the County Commis- 
sioners to fit him out with artificial hands 
and feet and pay the cost of two terms in 
college. From then on he made his own 
way. After completing the two terms he 
taught country school. Then he painted 
fences, ran a roller skating rink, wrote life 
insurance, edited a newspaper, sold real e- 
tate, became a banker and finally entered 
politics. He was elected Representative iz 
the State Legislature in 1900 and a year 
later became Speaker of the House. After 
several years’ service he was mentioned 
for Governor but withdrew after entering 
the race and devoted the remainder of his 
life to his banking business and to aiding 
children who suffered from physieal handi- 
caps such as be had known himeeif. The 
Michael J. School for Crippled 
Children now stands as one of the monn- 
menis to his memory. , 

And now the courage of Dowling is mani- 
festing itself again in Sam Sican. Sloan ts 
yet a mere boy. He has many years ahead 
in which to scale even greater heights of 
success, and those who know him well are 
confident he will allow no opportunity to 
‘escape him. Because he has already ac- 
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friends to expect from him much more.

Shortly afterward an unarmed Japanese 
merchant steamer maneuvered so as to draw 
fire from a U. S, submarine off the Bra- 
gillian coast and that opened the way to 
Japanese attacks on American shipping. 

Having effected the Panama Canal coup, 
Japan was then in a position to strike at 
the Philippines and Guam without fear of in- 
terruption from the bulk of America's fleet, 
which, after being fitted out for so long a 
voyage, would have to spend weeks in a 
jeurney around the Cape before it could 
even constitute a menace. Japan made use 
of the opportunity. Paralyzing wireless 
commuuication by use of some powerful 
agent of radio disturbance, the Oriental de- 
scended upon the Island of Luzon.

ports sailed for Luzon with 100,000 fighting 


men on board. The foree outnumbered the 
American defenders by at least six to one, it 
had a proportionate superiority in artillery 
and guns of half the Japanese fleet to cover 
its landing while the nearest American war- 


—— 


ships, aside from those at the bottom of the 
ocean, were at Hawaii, 5000 miles away. 
America realized too late that the Philip- 
pines and the brave garrison at Manila were 
doomed. So it proved. 

At 6 o’clock on the afternoon of March 
11 aircraft sighted two lines of transports 
steaming up the bay. This was the moment 
for which the American airmen had been 
waiting, Although the fight was hopeless 
from the start, great was the account these 
flyers gave of themselves in that memorable 
encounter. I quote from the book: 

‘“ ... Once past the smoke screen the 
transports were in full view—24 big ships, 
all crowded with men, slowly advancing up 
the bay in two columns lined abreast. Plan- 
ing down in wide spirale, the American fly- 
ers discharged their bombs at a height of 
only a few thousand feet... - Clear above 
the thud of the antiaircraft guns and the rat- 
tle of small arms came the crash of detonat- 
ing bombs. The lJargest transport in the 
first column was the N. Y. K. steamer, Sado 
Maru, her decks brown with masses of kha- 
ki-clad troops. Ae the first plane crossed the 
line three 600-pound demolition bombs 
plunged into this ship, and in an instant she 
was transformed into a mass of floating 
shambles. Hundreds of men were blown to 
fragments, as many more lay in ghastly 
heaps, maimed and shattered by the explo- 
sions, while a pillar of dense smoke rising 
amidships told of a fire caused by one of the 
bombs which had burst below deck in a com- 
partment filled with inflammable stores. Of 
the ten other transports in which bombs 
took effect, all suffered terrible casualties. 
The Wakasa Maru was so badly holed that 
she foundered in a few minutes, with the 
loss of half her complement of 2200 soldiers. 
In another ship, the Tsubari Maru, phos- 
phorous bombs set fire to large petrol tanks

in the hold, flames from which speedily en- 
veloped the hull from end to end, driving all 
the men overboard. ... It was afterwards 
claimed by the aviators whp carried out this 
firet attack that if a hundred machines had 
been available instead of only 40, the Japa- 
nese transport fleet would have been prac- 
tically wiped out and the landing frustrated; 
por in view of the havoc they caused, could 
this claim be disputed. Even as it was, the 
enemy lost more than 6000 men killed or 
wounded. ... But the American airmen 
had shot their bolt. Only eight of the 40 
machines got back to the aerodrome. 
Though a shrewd blow had been delivered 
at the enemy his advance was pot arrested.” 
rN THE face of a deadly fire from the in- 
| adequate American coast defense, the yel- 

low horde then swarmed ashore under a 
barrage from the guns of the fleet. The 
American trenches were stormed and over- 
whelmed by sheer weight of numbers. Of 
the American force only 2000 remained. At 
last the long-feared thing had happened. 
The Philippines were in the hands of Japan. 

A similar fate was in store for the Is- 
land of Guam, with the result that 
both of these Pacific possessions were 
lost before the great majority of American 
citizens at home knew that open warfare 
had begun. Guam was first visited simul- 
taneously with the Philippine attack, sev- 
eral bombing planes demolishing the radio 
station at Machinao. Two weeks later two 
American naval transports, diverted from 
their Philippine destination by news of the 
Asiatic squadron's destruction, steamed into 
Apra (Guam's capital) with a heavy cargo 
of artillery and supplies just a few days 
ahead of the Japanese fleet. By virtue of 
these needed reinforcements Guam was able 
to put up a defense but little less heroic and 
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spectacular than that of Manila. Fighters 
in the air again covered themselves with 
glory, and took a heavy toll of men and 
ships, but all to no purpose. The whole of 
the Japanest naval power was available to 
crush them, while the bulk of America’s 
fleet had not yet rounded Cape Horn. Guam 
fell on April 4 and with it America’s last 
important coaling station west of Hawaii. 


There followed, then, several months of 
comparative quiet while slow-plodding 
America got ready for war, recruited a pow- 
erful naval force and laid its plans for a 
fight to the finish. A few submarines ap- 
peared off the coast of California; other sub- 
marines met an American squadron in the 
Strafts of Magellan and, although destroyed, 
accounted for several ships; armed mer- 
chant vessels cruised in the Atlantic, wreck- 
ing the Leviathan and other great craft and 
to cap it all a disguised Japanese merchant- 
man sent squadrons of airplanes ashore for 
a simultaneous bombing of San Francisco, 
Oakland and Los Angeles. Loss of life was 
heavy and the damage immense. 

Finally, America’s great war machine got 
itself in motion, but by that time it was 
confronted with the necessity of fighting its 
way across the wide Pacific step by step, re- 
capturing and equipping bases as it went. 
That was a process of months. 

first great naval campaign ended 
disastrously. It contemplated the sending of 
an expeditionary force against Port Lioyé, 
in the Bonin Islands, a group which lies only 
a day's travel from Japan's great naval 
arsenals. It failed because it depended en- 
tirely upon the chance of effecting a sur- 
prise attack. After suffering heavy damage 
in a storm near Wake Island the expedition 
was sighted by Japanese submarines, pur- 
sued by greatly superior forces and defeated. 

The next venture was to end more hap- 


plly for the United States. By feinting at 
attack on Nippon through the Aleutian Is- 
lands, America was able to draw the atten- 
tion of the Imperial Navy to northern waters 
while a powerful squadron was speeding to- 
ward the South Seas. Some 200 miles off 
the Island of Rotumah it encountered a 
Japanese squadron on the way to attack Tu- 
tuila in the Samoa group. In the battle that 
followed the Japanese force was obliterated. 
This was followed closely by the American 
seizure of Truk. The end was in sight. 
With a large part of the Japanese fleet at 
the bottom of the ocean; with a base estab- 
lished within striking distance of Guam, and 
with food shortage and panic seizing upon 
the crowded Oriental nation, and on top of 
all this, with China cuttigg off Japan's 
source of munitions, the gloom of defeat was 
hovering just above the peak of Fugiyama, 
and it was to descend rapidly. 


rons now pouring into Far Eastern 
waters seised the Pelew Islands and 
then came the greatest sea fight of all, and 
the last—the battle of Yap. Entering the en- 
gagement with 16 battleships, 22 eruisers, 
116 destroyers and 190 airplanes, besides a 
formidable array of auxiliary craft, the 
Americans crushed the crippled imperial 
fleet as if it had been a fleet of fishing 
schooners. Guam fell. Manila was recap- 
tured, with scarcely an attempt at resis 
tance, and the Yellow Peril was no more. 
So ends Bywater's appalling story of the 
Great Pacific War. There are many who 
believe the conflict is yet to be fought in 
grim reality, but if they read this author's 
account of what happened “back in 1931- 
83°’ they will be forced to the belief that the 
real war, when it does come, will be about 
the most useless bit of bloodshed on record.

ITH the approach of 
winter and the fur- 
nace-firing season 
St. Louisansa are 
findiag themselves 
again in the unhap- 
py plight of Ham- 
let’s Ghost. “Mr 
hour is almost 
come.”’ quoth that 
doleful apparition, 
“when I to sulphur- 
ous and tormenting flames must render up 
myself." Had he said “smoke” instead of 
“flames” there would exist abundant ground 
for the conviction that the spirit of Den- 
mark's murdered king was lamenting the 
prospect of a winter in St. Louis. Other re- 
gions, no doubt. have achieved more notori- 
ety for flames than St. Louis, but there are 
times when this city, gasping under its 
blanket of smoke, is about as well equipped 
to administer the sulphurous phase of pun- 
ishment as any uncomfortable hereafter 
Shakspeare might have had in nrind. 

The citizen whose business brings him 
into the downtown district every day may 
wonder sometimes just what he is inhaling 
along with his breath of life. He may won- 
der why his throat burns and why he suf- 
fers on occasion the stifling sensation of 
sem!-suffocation. To settle this question, an 
air analysis has been made for the Post-Dis- 
patch Sunday Magasine by H. E. Wiede- 
mann, chemist, with offices in the Chemical 
Building. . The results are interesting. 


It may be recalled that September 19 was 
bright and sunny and very hot. The tem- 
perature mounted far into the nineties and 
toe@semoke nuisance seemed as nearly absent 
as it has ever seemed. On that day an air 
sample taken on top of the Chemical] Build- 
ing. at Eighth and Olive streets. disclosed 
001 per cent of sulphur or .002 per cent of 
sulphur dioxide. That is, @ volume of air 
weighing 100,000 grams contained one gram 
of sulphur, or two grams of sulphur dioxide. 
Sulphur, tt must be understood, does not 
exist in the air as a solid. It is present 
only as sulphur dioxide, the gas given off 
when powdered sulpbur is burned. 

One part of sulphur in 100,000 of air 
doesn’t seem to be an amount sufficiently 
large to cause alarm. It would take a good 
while to get suffocated at that rate. How- 
ever, {it must be remembered that 001 per 
cent represents approximately the minimum 
present at any time. On damp. smoky days 
such as those of last October the amount is 
about 10 times as large. But taking the ap- 
proximate minimum as a guide, let us see 
how the percentage works out. 


HE St. Loulsan of average lung ca- 

pacity inhales on the average 400 

cubic feet of atrin 24 hours or 
144,000 cubic feet a year. This amount 
of air would contain 52.53 grams of 
sulphur, or about enough of the rei- 
how powder to filla wine glass. Since 
& would be inhaled as sulphur dioxide. th» 
weight of the gas would be a [Mttle more 
than 105 grams. A hundred and five grams 
of sulphur diozide gas occupies a volume 
of 1% cubic feet. Sheuld a man take one 
good breath out of a gas tank of that size 
he would crumple up just the same way as 
do the tender piants (illustrated on this 
page) at Shaw's Garden. 

Only the minimum is considered in these 
figures. Suppose every day witnesses a 
smoke cloud, and sulphur dioxide, as a con- 
sequence, is ten times as abundant. In «a 
year’s time Mr. St. Louisan would breathe 
more than a thousand grams of sulphur 
dioxide — from 15 to 20 cubic feet. 
That much, even distributed over a 
year, would be enough to cause sert- 
cus discomfort. Somewhere between 
these extremes the citizen strikes an 
average; Dut what that average is depends 
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largely on bow much care householders and 
industrial firms exercise in keeping their 
furnaces from spouting clouds of smoke. 
There is discomfort enough even in the 
minimum amount of sulphur fumes coupled 
with soot and dust and grease common to 
city atmosphere. 

When one stops to consider the amount 
of sulphur that is poured into the air in 
St. Louis every fear, the marvel is not that 
the man in tthe street breathes so much of 
it, Sut that he gets so little This city, 
according to the records of fuel dealers, 
consumes approximately 6.000.000 tons of 
coal a year, or an average of about 16 000 
tons a dary. Of this total, about 5,880,000 
tonsa is illinois soft coal of various grades— 
the sort that sends smoke clouds rolling 
thick and black from the chimneys of fac- 
tories and apartments. Even the best of 
this soft coal is from 1 to 2 per cent sul- 
phur, and inferior grades contain a great 
deal more. Suppose the average is 2 per 
cent, a low estimate. This means that in 
every ton of coa! burned there are 40 pounds 
of sulphur to be disposed of. Let us see 
what becomes of it. 


O begin with, about half of it 
is deposited in the ash and cinders 


and in this form is hauled away 
as sidewalk and street paving mate 
terial. The other half goes out the smoke 


stack as sulphur dioxide fumies. Twenty 
pounds of sulphur sent into the atmosphere 
for every ton of coal consumed means that 
in @ year 68,800 tons are broadcast over 
St. Louis and the surrounding country 
Enough sulphur to fill two box cars! 

Of course a variety of forces enter into 
the distribution of the gas after it leaves 
the furnace. Being hot, most of it is car- 
ried high into the air. Atmospheric cur- 
rents waft it far and wide so that it settles 
to the ground over a tremendous area. Peo- 
ple inhale small quantities of it, as analysis 
of the air shows they must, but they exhale 
it again without serious harm resulting 
It is upon delicate plants. evergreen trees 
and various kinds of shrubs that the su]- 
phur in the air works its greatest devasta- 
tion, and that comes about through other 
chemical changes that the sulphur dioxide 
gas undergoes after it- leaves the chimneys. 

Sulphur dioxide, as its name indicates, is 
composed of sulphur and oxygen, but it’ is 
an unstable gas. Ipon being released into 
the air. it takes up moisture and becomes 
sulphurous acid, and finally, with the-addi- 
tion of more oxygen. becomes sulphuric acid. 
a powerful oxydizing agent which is not only 
deadly peisonous but potent enough to at- 
tack and destroy most metals.

This represerts the work of sulphuric 
acid which formed from the combination of 
sulphur dioxide fm the air with the moisture 
in the drain. Fifteen or twenty miles away 
from the smoke of St. Louis similar gutter 
pipe commonly endures for 325 or 30 years.

According to Dr. George T 
Moore, Director of the Garden, those 
plants which were not annuals and which 
were not thrown away entirely, were 80 
seriousiy affected that it required several 
years of the most careful attention to bring 
them back to anything like a normal condi- 
tion. The appearance of many of the plants, 
Dr. Moore said, was as though they had been 
sprayed with a rather strong solution of 
sulphuric acid. 

A concrete illuetration of the difficulties 
which botaniste and flower gardeners en- 
counter in St. Louis may be found in the 
“before and after’ photograph of a plant 
appearing on this page. There is shown a 
healthy begonia beside a plant that had just 
emerged from one blighting smoke cloud. 
It tells its own story. Note the nudity of 
the branches and the withered blastea ap- 
pearance of what few leaves remained after 
the sulphuric acid bath Any number of 
other examples could be found. Smoke's 
ravages extend all along the line. 

The extent of the injury, according to 
Dr. Moore, is dependent to a degree upon 
the activity of the plant. In the day time. 
when the rate of absorption is greater, the 
action of poisonous gases is likely to be 
more detrimental. The effects are first ap- 
parent tn the drring, blackening or curling 
ef more delicate portione of the plants. 
such as the tips and margins of leaves, and 
then complete defoliation mar take p/are 
Especially is this to be looked for if the 
fog be of prolonged duration. Even if the 
plant survives, it is permanently weakened 
and becomes a ready victim for fungous at- 
tacks and other troubles.
